A Vivid DiacoTir«e on the Terrors of 


the Hereafter at Sixth Street M. E 


Church—An Eloquent Sermon.

torments." A little further on the 
rich man says, "lam tormented in 
this flame." This is language re- 
ported from the regions of darkness. 
The only words that we Have heard 
breaking the silence of that region is 
a lamentation of suffering.

upor^ our ears the despairing, plead- 
ing cry of a lost soul. 


I know Paul was given power to 


see and hear things in Paradise, "the 
third heaven," but his lips [were for- 
ever sealed concerning what he-saw 
and heard there. The things he saw 
and heard he declare were not lawful 
for him to tell. 
The only thing we 


have heard from the spirit world is 
found in the parable of the rich man 
and Lazarus. The rich man fcuncl 
himself in torments. This is another 
truth, a sad truth, which nothing 
can overthrow. 


There is something within us that 


survives the body. "The rich man 
died and was buried." Something 
died and something was buried. 
What was it? Thu body. That we 
know by what we see. That the body 
dies and the body is buried is seen 
almost e\ery clay. The grave holds 
the body. There it abides the tlight 
of years. 
All that we see goes down 


to the grave, but there is something 
that continues to live while the body 
sleeps. 
While the rich man died and 


was buried, yet Christ says, "In

What 
was it that found itself in Hades.
